FALL FROM ’BUS STEP.

WOMAN’S DEATH FOLLOWING 
INJURIES. 


An inquest wes held by the Dublin Coroner 
yesterday on Mrs. Letitia Judd (75), of 80 
Kecles stieet, Dublin, who died as the result 
of being struck and injured while attempting 
to board a mctor "bus in Capel street on the 
27th August Jast. 

Mr. Herbert Judd, a son, stated that his 
mother told him that she was about to board 
a ’bus and had one foot on the step when she 
was struck from behind. She remembered no 
more until she recovered conscfousness in 
hospital. i 

Evidence was given by a woman who saw 
Mrs. Judd stopping a ‘bus in Capel street 
and afterwards lying on the footpath uncon. 
scious; but this witness did not see what 
happened to cause Intury. 

Medical evidente' wis to the effect that 
death was due to ‘pnetimonia following 
injuries, and the Coroner recorded this as ‘his 
finding, with the addition that death was the 
result of the woman's accidentally falling, 
there being no evidence to show that she was 
struck by anything. 

The Coroner held two other inquests yester- 
One case was that of a child, Desmond 
Peacock, who died in the Meath Hospital as 
the result of scalds which he received in fall- 
ing into a bath of boiling water when his 
mother, who lives in a tenement in Charle- 
mont street, had her attention taken off him 
for a moment. 

The other inquest was on Jane (’ Rourke 
(18),.of Fitzwilliam lane, who died suddenly 
at her home. The evidence was that she had 
pneumonia.

At the meeting oí the County Dublin 
Committee of Agriculture at the offices of the 
Dublin County Council, Rutland square, 
Dublin, yesterday, Mr. P. J. Belton was in 
the chair. 7 

A letter was read from the Department of 
Agriculture in connection with the appoint- 
ment of a clerical assistant to the Committee, 
Stating that there should be an examination 
lor candidates for the position in the follow- 
ing subjects—English, Irish, arithmetic, book- 
keeping, shorthand, typewriting and office 
procedure, The commencing salary would be 
00s. a week, increasing by annua) increments 
oi 2s. a week to £3 a week. 

In reply to the Chairman, the Clerk said 
that the salary of Ws. a week would carry a 
bonus of 22s. 6d. a week. The salary would 
be paid by the Committee out of the joint 
funds and the bonus by the Department. 

The Chairman said that if there was to be 
an exainination, it should be a thorough one. 
fair and square and above beard. That ex- 
amination would cost as much for six candi- 
dates as for thirty or forty. He suggested 
that the Depariment should accept certificates 
from candidates having necessary qualifica- 
tions for the office, instead of putting people 
of, say, 50 years of age through the ordeal 
of an examination. He thought that the 
appointment should be a temporary one for 
six months, pending the realisation of the 
treater Dublin scheme, and that the candi- 
dates should furnish to the Department certi- 
fieates showing that they were fully qualified. 
There could be an examination in the offices 
of the Committee as to suitability of candi- 
dates, presided over by two representatives 
of the Committee and one of the Department. 

In reply to Mr. Curran, the Chairman said 
that if the Department did not accept this 
suggestion, he presumed that the Depart- 
ments examination would have to be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Agreement was expressed with the Chair- 
man s suggestion, 

WHEAT PLOTS. 

A communication was received from the 
Department of Agriculture notifying its con- 
sideration of arangements for the laving down 
in the coming season of large scale wheat 
demonstration plots, and stating thht every 
agricultural instructor had been requested to 
submit propesals for the conduct of these 
demonstrations to lis Committee. 

The Chairman said that he was in favour 
of these demons«<tration plots. 

Mr. Kettle said that much had been done 
for agriculture in one sense, but evervthing 
that could be done for if. was not being done. 
Locally taxation was cruelly pressing every 
section of the community. Owing to present 
circumstances the farmers of the country 
could not afford to pay both land annuities 
and local taxation. 

The Chairman—Wil! demonstrations of 
wheat plots do the farmers any good? 


Mr. Kettle—No, thev will not. 
The Committee decided not to carry out 
demonstrations. The laying down of small 


scale wheat variety trials as notified by the 
Department was approved. E

SPIRIT OF THE AGE 


DISCUSSION AT ZION 
LITERARY SOCIETY. 


- 


“The Spirit of the + aa was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by Mr. T. N. Bateman, 
‘Auditor, at the opening session of the Zion 
Literary and Debating Society in Zion Hall, 
Rathgar, last night. 

The Rev. Canon White, D.D., presided, 
and there was a good attendance. 

In the Forsyte Chronicles, said the lec- 
turer, John Galsworthy had described the 
present age as one which did not know what 
it wanted, but was intensely preoccupied in 
getting it. All around they saw the gods 
of their fathers tumbling down from their 
pedestals and the conventions being over- 
thrown. There was graft in public life 
and a general loosening of the moral fibres in 
private life. It was a time of feverish ex- 
citement, in which people were living at high 
tension. ‘he philosophy of a great number 
could be summed up in the phrase: ‘Eat, 
drink, and be merry, for to-morrow we die.”’ 
There was a general deadening of the senses 
aud of feelings for the finer and more beauti- 
ful things, of life. A wave of materialism, 
due to loss of faith, spread over the land, 
and a spirit of restlessness and discontent 
with the old order of things set in. There 
was a general desire to break away from the 
faiths of former generations. Nothing was 
held sacred—religion itself was voted out of 
date. ‘They were like a rudderless ship on 
a storm-tossed sea, waiting to get somew ere, 
but not knowing where, when, or how 

The lecturer referred to the craze for such 
pleasures as dog. racing, roller skating, dirt 
track racing. ‘hey saw the restlessness of 
ihe age in the senseless craving for record 
breaking. 

[hen they had the supreme craze of the 
moment—the craze for speed. They appeared 
to be arriving at the stage when it was im. 
possible to. go slow. People bowed down 
before and worshipped speed in all its forms. 
The statues of their illustrious forbears were 
taken down and corisigned to the rubbish 
heap to make way for the road hog. Their 
beautiful Jandscapes were destroyed and made 


garish with petrol pumps and garages. The 
sougs of birds and the hum of life was 
silenced by the rear of motor traffic. In 


literature they saw the same spirit of restless- 
ness, accompanied by a desire to belittle the 
past. There was a tendency to drag down 
trom their niches of fame the great figures 
of bygone times. Their novelists, or a num- 
her of them at any rate, spent their time 
depicting all that was bad and rotten in life. 

The majority of the reading public did not 
deserve any better food, because, if not. de- 
vouring the racing news, they were more than 


probably reading blood-curdling murder 
stories. Even those of the reading public 
who did read good literature were too lazy 


to choose for themselves, but depended upon 
the Book of the Month Club to keep them 
abreast of fashion. The heavier forms of 
rerding were not. favoured. 

In art one noticed the same restless spirit. 
The fashion in letter writing had denarted. 
and the Macaulay of the future would have 
no masses of private correspondence to fall 
hack upon to help him paint a picture of the 
life of the people of this age. Oratory was 
also, with few exceptions, a dead art. The 
very clothes of the present day, from plus 
fours to jumper suits. revealed a spirit of 
freedom end carelesenes: When men left 
off their frock coats and ladies their trains. 
they’ appeared te have wrarped up ip 
lavender, with all the other Victorianisms, 
al! vourtliness “úr chivalry 

He referred briefly to the industrialism ard 
mass production of the age, and said thut 
craitsmanship was a thing of the past. The 
worker was now a part of a great machine, 
and had no human side 

But with all, he concluded, he though 
that there was hope for the present age yet. 
There were undoubted], sraail Silis ot a 
gradual re-awakening from ‘ntellectual and 
spi:ittual torpor, and a gradual inclination to 
take wu deeper interest in the prolly le us of lite. 
There was a spirit abroad of intelligent in 


quiry by the young and of adjustment to 


modern conditions by the old Phey wer 
beginning to learn the art of living with a 
purp mse, 


Proposing a vote ot thanks to Mr, Bateman, 


Mr Rk. J. P. Mortished said that he di. 
sureed with almost every word he had said 


The lecturer had spent most of his cloquence 
in denouncing the present age, bat he (Mr. 
Mortished) thought that this was a very fine 
age, with a magnificent spirit. In the last 
generation or so there had been a miraculous 
technical achievement, an amazing extens on 
of the hounds of knowledge, and a xonderfil 
increase in the mastery of man over te 
forces of nature. The enormous changes that 
had taken place within the memorv of the 
youngest of them were bound to have their 
effect on the mode in which the spirit of tne 
age found expression, He was bola enougl. 
to say that the present age was characterised 
by a very jeal religious feeling. and ie 
claimed that a marked characteristic of the 
age was iis honesty and vital <urios:ty. 

Referring to the craze for speed, he said 
that the increase in speed did not count for 
virtue one way or other. There was an 
inclination to assume that there was a special 
virtue in everything that was ancient; but in 
their own particular age and setting the 
Maypole Dances of old England could be as 
great abuses as the modern equivalent jazz 
daneing. 

Talking of jazz, he contrasted the modern 
popular melodies with such songs as Ta-ra-ra 
Boom de-ay of twenty-five years ago, or with 
Yip I Addy. He could not agree that the 
musical taste of the present day was inferior 
to a previous generation. 

In the matter of dress, he thought that the 
present-day dress, especially in the matter of 
women's attire, was a great improvement of 
the previous generation. 


In the matter of religion, they ought to 


expect that the present genération, whic 
pect that the present generation, which had 


wit what he a as that 
; and crime against 
mankind—the Great War,” and the attitude 


of all the Churches towards ‘ that lunacy,”’ 
would have many things to say and think on 
religious questions that did not occur to 
previous generations, They must begin to 
think of the true meaning of religion. They 
had to think seriously what they meant by 
God, and what was fris relationship to this 
earth and to its people, and inevitably there 
was taking place a re-expression of religious 
ideas in the light of their extended 
knowledge. : 

On the broad question of morals, he held 
that there was nothing to be alarmed about, 
and pointed to the evidences of previous 
generations, as indicated in such books as 
Tom Jones, Vanity Fair, and in some of 
Marryatt’s novels. 

The outstanding characteristics of the 
present age, he concluded, were its honesty 
and its curiosity; and, because he believed 
the spirit of the age was a bold, adventurous, 
and at bottom a religious spirit that he pro- 
tested against these people who found fault 
with what were but superficial shortcomings 
of this generation. 

Mr. J. M. Henry, F.,T.C.D., seconding the 
vote of thanks, disagreed with both the 
lecturer and Mr. Mortished. His own view 
was that although they had made progress 
along lines of technical achievement, they 
were all the time missing the happiness 
which was dear to the heart of all. A 
century ago Rousseau had asked a question, 
and he would repeat it: “How much 
had this progress added to the advancement 
of human happiness? He (Mr. Henry) con- 
tended that their technical advancement and 
scientific knowledge had not contributed one 
fraction to the increase of human happiness. 
They all felt they were not getting the best 
out of life. 

In his day they were brought up to re- 
gard this world as a vale of tears, but at 
present they had changed the centre of 
gravity from the future life to the present. 
They did not deny the future life, but they 
were not content with cheques honourable 
only in Heaven, bat they wanted to have 
instalments in this life. 

His view was that the present. generation, 
while it excused those who had deliberately 
brought the world into a state of chaos in 
the Great War, whereby there were people 
left ghastly wrecks, felt that the old world 
Was wrong, and they rushed to the other 
extreme, but there would follow the inevit- 
able reaction. 

He thought that a feature of the present 
day was the desire to inquire into every- 
thing. Morally he thought that the present 
generation was about the same as the past, 
but the difference was that present-day people 
tried to justify themselves, and showed a 
determination to reason out everything. 
People did not find the greatest pleasure in 
eating, or drinking, in fighting or refraining 
from fight. What the world was truly seek- 
ing was not this or that amusement, 
but the thought, the creative intelligence 
that had made the world what it was to-day. 
He believed in thought, and thought, anil 
still more thought as the ultimate in every 
thing. True happiness consisted in thinking. 
If they wanted to deify aything they must 
deify thought, 

Putting the vote of thanks, which was car 
ried with acclamation, the Chairman, the Rev. 
Canon White, said that his feeling was that 
the human material, both young and old, 
amongst whom they were living, was ex- 
tremely good material. He did not find any 
fault with the material character of the young 
people, but he did not always agree with their 
outlook upon life. Unfortunately that out 
look was greatly due to the faults of them 
elders. 

Touching on the references to the Great 
War, he said he had never known a subject 
about which more nonsense was talked. He 
reminded the speakers and those present that 
they had not gone into the war to gratily any 
blood lust. We went into the war, he said. 
hecanse the liberties of civilisation were at 
stake. 

On the question of religion, he thought that 
the reason that there was unodubtedly a 
slump in religion in these days was due to the 
fact that somehow or other the older genera- 
tion had failed to impress on the younger 
people the reality of the personal relationship 

the human soul and God. He did 
not agree with the Jecturer in his condemna- 
tion of amusement; but he thought that the 
crave for amusement had gone too far, and 
that the younger people had lost sight of the 
real seriousness of life. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the chair- 
man, on the motion of Mr, Hector Hughes, 
K.C., seconded by Mr. Melville Miller, and 
supported by the Rev. Parkinson Hill, 
President of the Society.

i ASYLUM WATER SUPPLY. 


At a meeting of Westmeath Board of 
Health at MULLINGAR yesterday, Mr. 
P. W. Shaw, T.D., drew attention to the 


water supply of Mullingar Asylum. saying 
that there seemed to be one continuous 
epidemic of fever at the institution. When a 
report from the County Medical Officer of 
Health had been read, the Committee decided 


to appoint three members, Messrs. Shaw, 
Broderick and Brett, to meet a sub-com- 
mittee from the asylum and discuss the 
matter. 

A CLOSED MILL. 

The following resolution was adopted 


unanimously atthe meeting of the KILLALOE 
Economic Development Association which was 
held in the Courthouse, Killaloe, last Monday : 
‘That seeing the grave harm inflicted on 
Killaloe and surrounding districts by the 
dismissal of a large number of employed 
persons from the grinding mills at Kallaloe, 
we protest in the strongest possible manner 
against the closing down of the mill. and call 
upon Major Lefroy and Messrs. Goodbody and 
Co., Limerick, to accept the electrical power 
from the Electricity Supply Board and keep 
the mill open as a going concern.” 


DISTRICT JUSTICE AND RATES. 

At TEMPLEMORE Urban Council meet- 
ing yesterday a letter was read from Mr. 
William Meagher, D.J., Lengford House, 
Templemore, in which he stated that with 
respect to his former residence at Richmond, 
Templemore, which was now unoccupied, he 
was advised that he was not liable for rates 
in respect of same, as it was unoccupied 
at the time of the striking of the rate and 
was still unoccupied. He quoted sections 
of Acts of Parliament in support of his con- 
tention. The Council ordered the clerk to 
send a copy of Mr. Meagher’s letter to the 
Ministry of Local Government for their 
opinion as to whether he was or was not 
responsible for payment of the rates on the 
premises referred to. 


| LIMERICK WATER SUPPLY. 

Mr. Peacock, City Surveyor of LIMERICK, 
and Professor Purcell,*the Corporation s con- 
Sulting engineer, are to interview Professor 
Rishworth, chief Government engineer. 
Dublin, with regard to the water supply of 
the city. When the Shannon Power Scheme 
is in operation the supply will be provided 
through a pipe-line from the power canal to 
the intake works at Clareville. The Free 
State Ministry of Industry and Commerce has 
written to the Corporation that as their 
Khebogue works on the Shannon wovld then 
be unnecessary, the saving of £300 yearly 
thereby effected should he paid to the Minis- 
try to cover the cost of the pumning under 
the new scheme. The object of the visit of 
the deputation to Professor Rishworth is to 
obtain better terms for the Corporation. 


BOY’S ESCAPADE. 

How an ex-student of St. Joseph’s College, 
Garbally Park, Ballinasloe. planned 
with another student from Galway to take 
the car of the Rev. T. Glennan, Professor of 
the College, was described by Superintendent 
Rochford at BALLINASLOE Court. The 
accused boys were M. Cunningham and Percy 
Beatty, Galway. The Superintendent said 
that Cunningham stated that he stole the 
car from the College grounds, and, with the 
other boy, drove to Dublin, procuring petrol 
in Athlone: They wanted to see the Civic 
Week attractions and the floating ballroom 
in Dublin. They subsequently abandoned 
the car in Garbally Park. Detective- 
Sergeant Feighan stated that he found the 
car abandoned in the park with a student’s 


cap in it. District Justice Cahill, in allow- 
ing the boys out under the Probation of 
Offenders Act, said that he believed the 


boys were guilty of larceny, notwithstanding 
the opinions expressed regarding these 
matters in other countries, He added that 
he considered it a very serious offence. 


HOUSING SCHEME. . 

A housing scheme, formulated by the 
Queen's County Board of Health, for tha 
erection of fourteen labourers’ cottages on the 
site of the Imperial Hotel, Portarlingten, 
which. was destroyed in 1922, was the snb- 
ject of a local inquiry held by Mr Eamonn 
O'Malley, Free State Local Government I)- 
spector, at MARYBOROUGH yesterday. Mr. 
W. White, solicitor, for the Board of Health, 
stated that in respect of the destruction oi 
the hotel there was a criminal injury decree, 
amounting to £4,235. The Munster an 
Leinster Bank, who. were mortgagees of the 
owner of the hotel, agreed to sell the award 
to the Board of Health. together with the 
site of the hotel, for £2,117 10s: Mr. 7. 
Reilly, Secretary of the Queen's County Board 
of Health, said that the scheme was made 
without representations under Section 3 of 
the Labourers’ Act, 1906. It was proposed 
to build a four-roomed house on the Fre» 
State Local Government Ministry’s modified 
standard plan. The net. cost per house wouid 
be £249. 3s, 6d. per week was cousidered a 
reasonable rent for the cottages proposed to 
be built. At that figure the annual rental of 
the fourteen cottages would amount to £127 
8s, ; with 10 per cent. for rent collection, ard 
10 per cent. for any other expenditure, the 
loss on the cottages for the first year would 
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£287, or ád. in the & on the rural district. 
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IRISH TEACHERS. 

CLARE ‘Technical Committee has decided 
to appoint two additional part-time teachers 
vf Irish, making a total of seven teachers for 
the county. In addition to their teaching 
work, the teachers will be required to collect. 
Irish folk-lore. 


SENATOR THANKED. 

The MEATH County Council at its meet- 
ing yesterday passed a resolution thanking 
Senator Duffy for his exertions in effecting a 
settlement of the Dunshaughlin§ quarry 
workers’ strike, which had been in progress . 
for three months. 


STOLEN CANARIES. 

Eight canaries owned by a DUNDALK 
bird fancier were stolen from a cage in his 
outhouse during last Monday night. Nine 
canaries had been left in the cage, but yes- 
terday morning the cage contained only one 
hird. Rats are believed to have been the 
thieves. 

ENNISKILLEN METHODIST CHURCH. 

Mr. D. J. Thompson, Belfast, presided at 
the annual Harvest Festival Service in the 
Methodist Church, ENNISKILLEN, lest Mon- 
day night, when the special speaker was the 
Rev. W. W. Hatchinson, Dublin. Mr. 
Thompson paid a tribute to the work of the 
provinces for Methodism. Special harvest 
anthems were sung by the choir, and Mrs. 
Stone sang two sacred songs. 


MATRON ELECTED. 

For the position of matron of the County 
Meath Infirmary, NAVAN, vacant by the 
death of Miss Duffy, there were eight ap- 
plicants at the monthly meeting of the Com- 
mittee, which was held in Navan yesterday. 
Miss M. Gaynor, acting assistant matron, was 


elected, the only other candidate present 
being Miss R. Mullen, of Newry, and the 
advertisement stipulated for the personal 
attendance of the candidates. 
ITINERANT INSTRUCTOR. 

The Local Appointments Commissioners 
have informed the CLARE Technical Com- 
mittee that they recommend Mr. William 
Gahan, 55 Francis street, Kilrush, for ap- 


pointment as itinerant instructor in agricul- | 


ture for Clare. As no suitable candidate with 
a competent knowledge of Irish was forth- 
coming, this recommendation is governed by 
the Local Offices (Gaeltacht) Order, 1928. The 
Committee adopted the recommendation. 


TRIM'S OLD JAIL. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the MEATH 
County Council, Mr. Sweeney drew attention 
to the condition of the old jail building in 
Trim, and asked to whom it belonged. The 
Secretary said that it belonged to the Board 
of Works. Mr. Bownes said that it would 
accommodate hundreds of people.. The Chair- 
man said that he could get the Commissioner 
in Trim to ascertain where they stood, work 
out some scheme, and bring forward the 
matter again. . 

ROAD SIGNS. 

At yesterday's meeting of the Roads Com- 
mittee of the MEATH County Council atten- 
tion was drawn to the need for putting warn- 
ing signs nearer to dangerous turns on the 
roads. The County Surveyor pointed to the 
fact that almost all the turns in the county 
were now protected by warning posts, and 
there was a danger, if they put any more 
signs, they might be entirely ignored. Mr. 
Bownes said that the speed at which motors 
travelled on their roads was terrific, and at 
these dangerous turns they did up to sixty 
miles per hour and never blew a horn: he 
watched them himself. They paid no atten- 
tion to these warning posts. The Chairman 
told him that he could take action himself. 


MISSING CEMENT. 

Aiter a trial lasting six hours at DUN- 
DALK Circuit Court, two young men, Alfred 
Wykes and Hugh Woods. both of (nó tietow n 
district, were found not guilty on a charge 
of conspiring to steal six bags of cement, 
the property of Messrs, Siemens Schuckert, 
contractors for the Shannon scheme. Charges 
against the defendants separately of stealing 
the cement were adjourned, and they were 
allowed out on bail. The case for the State 
was that the cement was taken from a trans- 
former station at Castletown, and.sold to a 
man named Kerr, who was building a house 


in the locality. The defence was that the 
cement had been given by a foreman to 
Wykes, who had been working at the eon 


struction of the station, and that he left it 
in Woods’s house until it was sold to Kerr. 


BISHOP AND CREAMERIES. 

At the monthly meeting of the Co CLARE 
Committee of Agriculture a letter was read 
from the Most Kev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe, thanking the Committee for the 
good wishes they had kindly sent him in con. 
nection with the celebration of his Silver 
Jubilee. ‘The instructions given to the 
public,” he stated, “by the Committee have 
played no small part in the substantia] im- 
provement that has gradually, but steadily, 
progressed in the farmers’ industry within 
the last quarter of a century. ‘There is still 
great room for improvement, especially in 
the matter of co-operative creameries, under 
which the farmers could greatly increase their 
income.

The inclement weather experienced in 
August gave rise to some anxiety among 
farmers regarding the prospects of the grain 
crop; but, fortunately, September opened 
out with a burst of fine, sunny, dry weather, 
which continued aimost uninterruptedly until 
the end of the month, constitutmg a 
‘‘ record ” in recent years in this respect. All 
the normai harvesting operations in connec- 
tio: with the wheat, oat, and barley crop 
were carried out under ideal conditions, the 
field work being completed in the third week 
of the month. after which threshing was in 
full swing in most countries. 

In many districts, especially in the West, 
late oe Oe hay which could not be cut 
during the month of August owing to the 
unfavourable weather which prevailed at the 
Lime, was saved in good condition. 

ABUNDANT SUPPLY OF TURF. 

The principal duties engaging the attention 
of farmers during the month were the com- 

letion of the cutting and carting-in of late 
ay and the thatching and finishing of 
stacks; the reaping, saving and threshing of 
corn erops; the carting and stacking of turf, 
of which ample supplies of good quality were 
obtained for winter fuel; the preparation of, 
stubble land for the sowing of catch crops. 
In a number of districts the ordinary seasonal! 
work was so well advanced that some pro- 
gress was made with the trimming of hedges 
and the cleaning of drains. 

Ju certain southern counties also a begin- 
ning was made with the lifting of the potato 
crop. In County Kildare the sowing of catch 
crops was begun; and in Offaly the delivery 
of grain to maltsters was being made during 
the iast few days of the month. 

FINE GRAZING MONTH. 

The continuous fine weather in September, 
following the steady rainfall in August had a 
most beneficial effect on pastures, which 
grew out well in every district; and reports 
generally indicated that September had 
proved the best grazing month of the year. 
Atiermath also showed a heavy growth, the 
plentiful supply of grass in many districts 
being such as to give promise of a sub- 
stantial amount keep for stock during 
the coming autumn and early winter months. 
All classes of live-stock were reported to be 
healthy and thriving, including especially 
dairy cows, which derived much benefit trom 
the favourable weather conditions, and the 
abundance of good grass available. 

With the excepLion otf ** hoost ge 
prevalent in some areas, no disease 
live-stock was notified. In some 
the Jong period of dry weather 
scarcity of water, and special arrangements 
had to be made for watering cattle. 

THE HAY CROP. 

First and second crop hay 
average in bulk, but of all-round 
quality, owing largely to the favourable con- 
ditions under which it was saved, Late 
meadow hay turned out better than was 
anticipated in yield and quality. On the 
whole, supplies are satisfactory, and, having 
regard to the good yields of straw available 
from the corn crop, no grounds exist for apy 
anxiety regarding the provision of fodder for 
live-stock during the winter months. 

Comparatively little hay was marketed 
during the month, the demand being 
negligible. Prices averaged from SOs, to 
30s. per ton for first crop hay, and around 
50s. to 65s. per ton for meadow hay, accord- 
ing to quality. 

WHEAT AND OATS ABOVE THE 

AVERAGE. 

All grain crops were harvested in excellent 
condition. In many cases the ‘“‘ lodging’: of 
the crop caused trouble and delay in reaping, 
but the exceptionally favourable weather con- 
ditions prevailing during the period of 
harvesting enabled the crops to be saved 
without injury. Wheat yields were above 
average, and the grain generally was of good 
quality, being well filled, of good colour and 
dry. The yield of the oat crop proved to be 
the best obtained in recent years; the grain 
was plump and of good feading quality. 
Barley vields were up to the average, and 
the grain was generally of good quality. The 
market for grain had not opened out at the 
close of the month. 

Some small sales were effected at prices 
ranging around 24s. to 27s. per barrel for 
wheat. 9s. to 10s. per barrel for black oats, 
and 10s. 6d. to 11s. 3d. per barrel for white. 
No opening price was quoted for malting 
barley.

FLAX WELL SAVED. 

The crop bulked well, and at the end of 
the month it was safely stacked or in sheds. 
In County Donegal scutching had not begun, 
and no information was forthcoming as to the 
probable yield of fibre. In County Cavan 
scutching operations had been carried out in 
a few cases only, and in these the results 
pointed to a more than average yield. In 
County Monaghan the yield was estimated at 
6 stones per peck, although some lots of 
J.W.8. yielded 8} stones, as against 5} stones 
from Dutch ordinary seed which had been 
grown under similar conditions. 

The flax crops harvested early were 
affected to some extent by the weather, but 
later crops were saved in good condition and 
promise to scutch satisfactorily. 

BIG POTATO YIELD. 

All reports indicated that the potato crop 
had made good progress during the month, 
and wherever digging had begun and it was 
possible to form an estimate of the probable 
yields, the general opinion formed was that 
the year would likely prove a “'record ” one 
for potatoes both in yield and quality. The 
shipping trade for ware potatoes had not 
opened out at the end of the month, al- 
though in certain areas in the north of 
Saorstat Eireann it was understood that the 
price would be around £2 per ton. The 
actual sales during the month were confined 
to supplies for local consumption, at prices 
averaging trom 3s. ód. to 4s. ód. per stone, 

A notable feature in connection with the 
development of the seed potato industry in 
the neighbourhood of Atnlone is the uu- 
usually early demand for seed from that 
urea, Several shipments have already taken 
place. It seems evident from this that the 
demand in Great Britain for Athlone seed 
shows no tendency towards weakening. 


MANGELS, TURNIPS, AND BEET. 
Mangels and sugar beet made excellent 
headway during the month and gave every 
hope of even better yields than last year. 
Bolting’’ was fairly prevalent in both 
crops, but not to such an extent as to cause 
Turnips were good in general, 
owing to the long spell of dry 
weather those on sight gravelly clays were 
suffering from slight attacks of mildew. 
“Finger and Toe’’ disease also was reported 
to be fairly common in many districts. The 
majority of the reports, however, showed that 
an average turnip crop might be anticipated. 
With the exceptions mentioned, all root 
crops were unusualiy free from disease. 


THE CATTLE TRADE. 

The fairs held during ‘the month were of 
normal size, and the majority of cattle offered 
for sale were in average condition. Trade 
generally was slow for all classes of stores, 
except animals of outstanding quality, and 
prices suffered the usual seasonal decline. 
Heifers suitable for breeding were in active 
request, and generally realised satisfactory 
prices. Choice springers and milch cows 
were also in good demand, but fat cattle fel! 
in price.

STEADY DEMAND FOR HORSES. 

Trade in horses showed very little change 
as compared with last month. Demand con- 
tinued steady and prices firm for all animals 
of good quality.

TWO KERRY MEETINGS 
IN A WEEK. 


UNSUCCESSFUL APPEAL 
FOR CHANGED DATES. 
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From Our REPORTER. 


TRALEE, Tuesday. 

There is considerable dissatisfaction amongst 
the members of the Tralee Race Company 
over the refusal of the Irish racing autho- 
rities to alter the date of the Tralee meeting, 
which opens here to-morrow, 

It was explained to me to-day by Mr. J. P. 
O'Hara, the Secretary of the Race Company, 
that both the Tralee and the Listowel meet- 
ings suffered largely from the fact that these 
two meetings are being held with only an 
interval of a week between them. 

He stated that if there had heen an in- 
terval of, say, a month there would be every 
hope of a revival of racing in the Co. Kerry. 

Under the circumstances, he thought that 
the ruling body should make arrangements 
by which the two meetings would be assured 
ot a larger measure of support. 


HOW TRALEE SUFFERS. 

Many people from the Tralee area now go 
to the Listowel races simply because they are 
held a week earlier than their own meeting. 
Numbers of them cannot afford attendance 
at two meetings within the week with the 
result that Tralee suffers. In addition, 
Tralee fails to receive the support which 
under other circumstances it would naturally 
expect from the people of North Kerry. Some 
time ago the Earl of Kenmare asked the 
racing authorities to alter the date to one 
earlier in the year, but they did not comply 
with the request. 

“lí the National Hunt Committee refuses 
to meet us,” he said, ‘‘it has been suggested 
that we should run ‘flapper’ meetings, which 
would mean deserting the ordinary rules. I 
objected on the grounds that we would thus 
lose the dignity that now attaches to our 
meeting, but the feeling in favour of such a 
step is growing. If the ruling body still has 
an interest in racing in the provinces, as | 
believe that it has, then it should do some- 
thing for this part of the country. There is 
no suggestion of a threat in this statement. 
it is simply a request,”’ 


SATISFACTORY ENTRIES. 

The Tralee meeting has been favoured with 
& large number of entries, the total being 222 
lor the two days, and it is hoped that the 
weather conditions will improve. 

Last year was financially a success, but the 
general feeling is that if the date of the meet 
ing were altered to one earlier in the season 
the prospect would be much brighter.

CRUELTY TO HORSES. 


WORKED WHILE SUFFERING 


FROM SORES. 


At Kells (Co. Meath) District Sessions. 
before District Justice Beatty. Sergeant 
Tuohy summoned Edward Reilly, Lovd, 
Kelis, for permitting, as alleged, two horses, 
his property, to be worked while suffering 
from sores. James Reilly and Thomas: Reilly, 
sons of the Jast defendant, were summoned 
for working the horses. Sergeant Tuohy 
deposed that on the 27th September last he 
found a horse, the preperty of Edward 
Keilly, being used by his son, James Reilly. 
The horse had a wound on his back about 
the size of a crown, a wound on the right 
breast about the size of half-a-crown, and a 
wound on the rump about the size of half-a- 
crown All the wounds were raw, and 
corruption was adhering to the harness. The 
harness was also badly torn. On the same 
date witness found the other horse, the 
property of Edward Reilly, being used by his 
Thomas Reilly. On the right breast 
there were two wounds. each about the size 
of a halfpenny.
